Ma y it please your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, constituted by Acts of Parliament, G3 Gco^iil.. 
and re-constituted by Scheme No. 34 under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) “gcoIiv, 
Act, 1885, respectfully submit the following general Report of our proceedings from m p- 70 - 
the date of our last Report to December 31, 1892. 

On May 22, 1891, Your Excellency’s predecessor finally approved of a Scheme, SehcmeNon. 
framed under, the Act last above-mentioned, for altering the constitution of the 
Commission, and for the future Government and Management of the Endowments of 
the Ulster Royal Schools. 

Under the provisions of this Scheme, the Commission, as newly constituted, consists App^ntment 
of twenty Commissioners, of whom ten are appointed by the Lord Lieutenaut, and ten sionon.""" 18 " 
are elected by the Local Boards of Education established under the Scheme. 

The Commissioners appointed by the Lord Lieutenant hold office during his pleasure. Lien * 

Those elected by the Local Boards enter upon office on January 1 following their 
election, and hold office until December 31 next ensuing, or till the election of their Boards. 0 
successors, whichever shall last happen. In case of a casual vacancy occurring during 
the year of office of any of the last named Commissioners, the Local Boards have 
power to elect a person to the vacancy, who may hold office to the end of the year. 

There are no longer any ex-officio members of the Board. 

At the date of the Scheme, four of the Commissioners then existing, namely, the Cont!ncin K 
Provost of Trinity College, Dr. Tyrrell, Mr. Pigot^ and the Rev. Mr. Edgar, were Comra,si “ on(:,: 
qualified under the provisions of the Scheme to continue as Commissioners, and con- 
sented so to do. These Commissioners aro called in the Scheme “the continuing 
Commissioners,” and are to be regarded as appointed by the Lord Lieutenant. There 
accordingly remained six vacancies to be filled by the Lord Lieutenant, and to these 
vacancies The Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy, The Right Rev. Monsignor Browne, His 
Honour Judge Shaw, Mr. Carton, q.c., Mr. W. J. M. Starkie, F.T.C.D., and the Rev. 

■Dr. M'Mullen, were appointed by Warrants of Them Excellencies the Lords Justices, 
dated June 11, 1891. 

Towards the close of the year 1892, Judge Shaw resigned his Commissionership, and 
by Warrant of Your Excellency, dated December 16, 1892, The Rev. J. M. Hamilton, 

H.A., was appointed a Commissioner in his place.

Each of the Local Boards is constituted by the Scheme a Body Corporate, with 
perpetual succession and a common seal, and power to acquire and hold property, 
real and personal, for the purposes of the Scheme.

With the exception of Cardinal Logue, who did not offer himself for re-election, all 
the Commissioners abovenamed were re-elected for the year 1893. The Very Rev. 
Canon Coyne, p.p., Keady, was elected as the representative of the Armagh Roman 
Catholic Local Board, in the place of Cardinal Logue. 

nesting*. We held our first meeting, after the date of the Scheme, on June 29, 1891. Since 
that date, we held meetings" on July 29 and 30, and October 20, 1891 ; and on January 
21, February 11, April 21, July 1, October 14, and November 4, 1892. At our first 
meeting after the date of the Scheme we elected the Provost of Trinity’ College to 
be our Chairman, and the Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy to be our Vice-Chairman; at 
our first meeting in 1892, we re-elected the Chairman and Vice-Chairman ; and at oar 
first meeting in the present year, we elected the Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy to be 
our Chairman, and the Provost of Trinity College to be our Vice-Chairman. . 

Committees. We have availed ourselves, from time to time, of the power given to us by the 9th 
section of the Scheme, to appoint Committees to transact such of our business as we 
deemed it expedient to depute to them. Among others, we appointed a permanent 
Finance Committee consisting, in the first instance, of the Provost of Trinity College, 
the Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy, His Honour Judge Shaw, Mr. Carton, Mr. Craig, 
Mi-. Pigot, and Dr. Traill, and we directed all letters and reports requiring our 
determination to be referred to them for consideration in the first instance. This 
Committee held meetings on July 30 aud 31, August 20, October 8 and 20, November 
17, December 3 and 23, 1891 ; and on January 21, February 4, March 29, April 21, 
July 1, July 28, August 25, September 30, October 14, November 4, December 10, aud 
December 28, 1892. 
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The office staff consists, as formerly, of a Secretary and a Clerk. ' Mr.’ Jeffrey stair. 
M'Dowell, who had been appointed Secretaryin 1889, under tfre former Board, continued 
to act as Secretary to the Commissioners, as reconstituted by the Scheme ; and we are 
sorry to have to report his sudden death on December 18, 1892. We desire to place 
on record our high appreciation of the valuable assistance rendered to us by Mr. 

M ‘Dowell in carrying out the provisions of the Scheme; and we take this, the first public 
opportunity, of giving our unanimous testimony to Mr. M'Dowell’a capability, efficiency, 
and courtesy as our officer. At our meeting, held on January 26, 1893, we elected to 
the vacant office, Mr. N. D. Murphy, m.a., who had been, for more than six years, 
Assistant Secretary, and for the last year, Secretary, to the Educational Endowments 
Commission. 


The Treasury Estimates. 

We are glad to be able to report that the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Expenses of 
Treasury have assented to our claim that the full remuneration of our officers should Commil3ten ’ 
be defrayed out of moneys voted by Parliament, and not in part out of the Endow- 
ments, as had hitherto been the case. They have increased the salary of our Clerk 
from £100 to £270 per annum, on our undertaking to discontinue, the. annual grant 
of £170 made to that officer out of the Endowments, and, in the case of a vacancy 
occurring, to submit to the Treasury the question of the salary of the Clerk, before any 
fresh appointment is made. 


,The Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

It is provided, by section 70, that the vested interests of the Head Masters of the scheme coming 
Ulster Royal Schools in office at the date of the Scheme should be saved, and that the int0 operation. 
Scheme should not come into operation with respect to the Endowments of* any of the 
Ulster Royal Schools in which any of the aforesaid Head Masters should continue to 
hold office, until his vested interest should be determined by death, resignation, or 
otherwise, as provided in the Scheme. On the date at which the Scheme was finally 
approved by the Lord Lieutenant, four of the Head Masters were in office — Dr. 

Morgan at Armagh, Mr. Moore at Cavan, Dr. Ringwood at Dungannon, and Dr. Steele 
at Enniskillen. Dr. Weir, the last Head Master of Raphoe, had died previous to the 
passing of the Scheme. The Scheme accordingly came into operation at once with 
regard to Raphoe. , 

Section 71 provides that each Head Master, who should retire, or who should be Retiring Head 
removed for any of the causes mentioned in the Scheme, should receive a retiring 
annuity equal to the annual salary payable to him at the date of the passing of the 
Educational Endowments Act. These salaries are set out in the Second Schedule to the 
Scheme. As an inducement to the Head Masters to retire, section 71 also provides that Retiring 
each Head Master who should retire, within six months after the date of the Scheme, bonu3- 
should receive a money consideration according to a scale fixed in the section referred to. 

The four Head Masters in office took advantage of the terms offered. They all re- 
signed office between the months of June and September, 1891. They received, on 
their resignation, the gratuities above specified, and they have since been paid their 
retiring annuities 

In prescribing the manner in which the Ulster Royal School Endowments are to Fnture a<i- 
be administered in future, the Scheme proceeds upon two main principles — (1.) the dis- ^ndowmants.^ 
tribution of the Endowments, in equal shares, between the Protestants and Roman 
Catholics of the districts to which the Endowments are applicable ; and (2.) the removal, 
from us to Local Boards, of the management and control of the schools that are to 
receive aid from these Bodies. For this purpose, there have been constituted, as already 
mentioned, a Protestant Board and a Roman Catholic Board for each of the five Royal 
School Districts. 

The functions of these Local Boards, as stated in the Scheme, are as follows 

(1.) To establish or aid in establishing, and to maintain or, aid in maintaining, Funoticne of 
such school or schools in their several Districts as they shall' think expedient; Loc#1 Boardi 
(2.) To administer and apply such' share of the Endowments, included irfithe 
present or any other Scheme framed under the Act, as shall be vested in •or 
received by them. 
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(3.) To exercise such supervision and control over the schools sharing in the 
Endowments administered by them, as may be necessary to secure compliance 
with the provisions of the present or of any other Scheme framed under the Act 
and applicable to such schools. 

(4.) To elect Commissioners and to do all other acts necessary to give effect to 
the provisions of the Scheme. 

(5.) To receive and administer additional endowments. 

(6.) To promote Intermediate Education in their several Districts by such 
means, consistent with the provisions of the Scheme, as shall from time to time 
appear expedient. 

It will in future be our duty, after providing for all proper and necessary outgoings, 
charges, and liabilities, and after carrying out the special arrangements required by 
the Scheme in respect of school premises, to distribute the income received by us, from 
each of the Ulster Royal School Endowments, in equal shares between the two Local 
Boards of the District. 

Until the end of the third complete calendar year next following the date at which 
the Scheme came into operation with respect to each of the Endowments, 
respectively, all the moneys, received from us by the Local Boards, are to be applied by 
them for the purpose of maintaining, improving, or establishing Intermediate Schools 
managed in accordance with the provisions of the Scheme, and of promoting Inter- 
mediate Education in the several districts, so as to enable the Local Boards to avail 
themselves of the provisions for the permanent application of the Endowments. 

From and after the expiration of the above mentioned period of three years, all the 
moneys paid by us to the several Local Boards are to he applied by them for the 
benefit of Intermediate Schools fulfilling the conditions prescribed in the First 
Schedule to the Scheme, or for the benefit of pupils receiving Intermediate Education in 
those schools, in the manner, and subject to the conditions prescribed, in sections 57 
and 59 of the Scheme. 

It will become our duty, after the expiration of the same period, to satisfy ourselves 
that every school, sharing in the moneys received from any Local Board, fulfils the 
prescribed conditions. 


Private Protestant Benefactions at Armagh and Raphoe. 

In 'pursuance of sections 63 and 67 of the Scheme, we appointed a Committee, on 
July 29, 189], to investigate and to report to us upon the present value of any 
sums attributable to the expenditure of private moneys upon the premises of Armagh 
and Raphoe, by any Protestant Benefactor or Benefactors ; and we directed the 
Protestant Boards of these districts, to send in any claims they might have, together with 
an abstract of the evidence on which they were grounded. 

The report of this Committee, in the case of Armagh (a copy of which will be found 
in Appendix D., infra, p. 35), was considered and adopted by us at our meeting on 
October 14, 1891 ; and we have declared, in accordance therewith, the proportion 
attributable to the expenditure of private moneys thereon, by private Protestant 
Benefactors, to he one fourth of the present value of the Armagh Royal School premises. 

We have accordingly, in our disposal of the Armagh school premises, treated this 
proportion as belonging exclusively to the Protestant Board, and we have reduced the 
rent of the school premises accordingly. 

The claim of the Donegal Protestant Board is still under investigation by the Com- 
mittee, and awaiting further evidence to be produced by that Board. 

Inspection of the Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

In reply to a communication which we received, from tbe Under-Secretary to the 
Lord Lieutenant, requesting us to take into consideration the due inspection of these 
Schools, and to fiirnish any observations which we might desire to make, we addressed a 
letter to the Under-Secretary, in which we pointed out that, for a period of three years 
from the date at which the Scheme should come into operation for each of the several 
Endowments, the functions of the Inspector would be merely to see that the provisions 
of the sections 55 and 56 of the Scheme are carried out by the Local Boards; and 
we suggested that the Inspector should, during this period, make his report under the 
heads set forth in a Form prepared by the Educational Endowments Commissioners 
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\Ve deferred making any recommendations as to inspection after that period, until we 
should have had some experience of the working of the Scheme. 

We added that, on the double ground of efficiency and economy, we were of opinion that 
rovisioD could best be made for the inspection of these schools, by the appointment, for 
that purpose, of the Assistant Commissioners of the Intermediate Education Board for 
Ireland; and we recommended that, in the event of the Assistant Commissioners 
not being appointed, no permanent appointment should be made for the present ; but 
that the°Inspector or Inspectors should be appointed annually, and that in no event 
should an appointment be made for a longer period than the above mentioned period 
of three years. 

Adjustment of Accounts of Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

At the date of the Scheme, the Endowments of three of the Royal Schools, namely, 
Cavan, Dungannon, and Enniskillen, consisted largely of cash balances standing to their 
credit, being savings out of their yearly income. Against Armagh there stood a 
balance of j£G16 1 Os. lid., cash ; while Raphoe appeared with a debit balance of £] ,452. 
The Scheme provides, section 73, that all current cash accounts of the Ulster Royal 
School Endowments should be balanced on June 30, or December 31, next after the 
date of the Scheme, and directs that every such balance, except the balance in the 
case of Raphoe, should be treated as capital, bearing interest at four per cent. With 
regard to Raphoe, it is provided, in the same section, that the debt should be discharged 
by an equal poundage rate out of such of the Endowments as appeared to have credit 
balances. 

The adjustment of the accounts which these directions rendered necessary, including 
the provision for payment of consideration money to those Head Masters who surren- 
dered their School premises, within six months after the date of the Scheme, in 
pursuance of section 71 , has been made. The results thereof, brought down to December 
31, 1691, are shown in the Capital Account, Appendix A., No. lit, infra , pp. 20, 21. 

Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

I. Armagh District. — The Rev. Dr. Morgan, the Head Master of Armagh Royal 
School, resigned his office on September 1, 1891, and the Scheme came into oper- 
ation with respect to the Armagh Endowments on that date. Before this, the Protes- 
tant Local Board had informed us that they would take over the school premises, upon the 
terms laid down in the Scheme, at the earliest moment when empowered to do so ; and 
they requested us to place no obstacles in the wav of their use of the premises in the 
meantime. We acceded to this request, and we placed Mr. Thomas Gordon, who had 
been appointed Head Master of the school, in the premises as caretaker, and we per- 
mitted him to carry on his school therein, pending our investigation a3 to private 
Protestant benefactions. 

The Protestant Board, in their Annual Report which is printed in Appendix C.,. 
infra, p. 26, state that Mr. Gordon has, since his appointment, maintained an efficient 
school. On September 3, 1891, when the school opened under his management, 
the number of boarders was 4, and the number of day pupils 15; on June 30, 
1892, the number of boarders had increased to 12, and that of day pupils to 20 ; 
while on December 31, 1892, the returns show that the boarders had further increased 
to 17, and the day boys to 32. The Protestant Board add that they have every 
reason to hope for a steady increase in both classes of scholars. 

We regret that we have been unable up to the present to make any payments, 
on account of the income of the Endowments, to the Lccal Boards of this district. 

II. Cavan District. — The Scheme came into operation with respect to the Endow- 
ments of this District on August 1, 1891, the date of the resignation of the 
Rev. Mr. Moore, Head Master of the Royal School. The Protestant Board having 
passed a resolution to take the school premises on the terms proposed in the Scheme, 
we delivered the possession thereof to them, and they are to be permitted to occupy the 
same, so long as they shall use them for the purposes of a school managed by that Board 
iu accordance with the provisions of the Scheme. At the same time, we set apart, from 
the capital of the Cavan Royal School Endowments, a sum of £2,607 11s. 3cf., Govern- 
ment Stock, equivalent at the price of the day to £2,500, the estimated capital 
r&lue of the premises, and we hold the same as a Building Fund for the purposes ot the 
Cavan Roman Catholic Board ; and we pay the income thereof, or of so much as for 
the time being is unapplied for building purposes, to the Cavan Roman Catholic Local 
Board. 
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uutBonr 0tc *' The Cavan Protestant Board have appointed Mr. James Hampton, b.a., ex-Siz., t.c.d.' 
u onr ' to he Head Master of the school which they have established in the premises of the old 
Royal School ; and the school is at present in operation under his management. The 
Head Master reports that there were on December 31, 1892, 30 day boys and 3 boarders. 
The Annual Report of the Cavan Protestant Board is to be found infra, pp. 27, 28. 
nopart, Catho- From the Annual Report of the Roman Catholic Board, infra, pp. 29, 30, we learn that 

lie Board. they have recognised St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, as the Catholic intermediate school of 
the District ; and that they have appointed a School Committee to aid in the super- 
vision and management of the school. The number of pupils in attendance on 
December 31, 1892, was 56, of whom 34 were boarders and 22 were day boys. 

Payments'* The income of the Endowments for the half-year to December, 1891, was 
£458 16s. 10c2., and for the year 1892, was £542 15 s. id. We distributed between 
the two Local Boards of this District, on account of the income of the Endowment, 
£221 10s. 8 d. for the half year to December 31, 1891, and £240 for the year to 
December 31, 1892. In addition to this, we paid to the Roman Catholic Board two 
sums of £17 9s. 5 d. and £34 19s., the income of their Building Fund.

III. Tyrone District . — The Rev. Dr. Ringwood resigned his position of Head 
Master of Dungannon Royal School on August 2, 1891, and the Scheme came 
into operation with respect to the Dungannon Endowments upon that day. The 
two Tyrone Local Boards thereupon, in pursuance of section 65 of the Scheme, 
appointed a Joint Committee to frame a Scheme for the disposal of the school 
premises. This Committee being unable, after several meetings, to come to any 
settlement, we requested His Grace Dr. Logue and Professor Dougherty to confer with 
the Local Boards, and to endeavour to effect a satisfactory arrangement. As the 
result of this conference, the two Boards finally agreed to a proposal that a sum of 
£1,700, in addition to the garden, and a field called Stuart’s Field which waB no part 
of the Endowments, and which should be purchased by the Protestant Board, should be 
given by that Board to the Roman Catholic Board in settlement of the claim of the 
latter upon the Dungannon School premises, and that the Protestant Board should 
retain the whole of the buildings and the remainder of the land, and that this 
settlement should be accepted as covering the claim of the Protestant Board for 
private benefactions. 

This agreement was sanctioned by our Board. Legal difficulties in connection with 
the transfer of Stuart’s Field occurred, but the agreement was finally adopted, by both 
Local Boards, in November, 1892. The Protestant Board have gone into occupation of 
the buildings, and have appointed Mr. Robert Foster Dill, m.a., Oxon., to be Head 
Master of the school ; but the school had not- been opened at the date of their Annual 
Report. It has since been opened under Mr. Dill, as Head Master, and on December 31, 
1892, there were 38 day boys on the roll of the school. 

An intermediate day school has been opened in Dungannon, by the Roman Catholic 
Board, under the name of St. Patrick’s Academy. Nineteen pupils were in attendance 
during the year ended June 30, 1892. 

"We paid to each of the Tyrone Boards a sum of £268 Ss. Ad. on account of the 
income of the Endowment for the half year ended December 31, 1891. On December 
31, 1892, the balance to credit, after payment of outgoings, was £292 0s. 7d. ; of this 
sum we have divided £292 between the Tyrone Boards, in respect of income for the 
year 1892. 


Koyij'schooi. TV. Fermanagh District . — The Scheme came into operation with respect to the 
Enniskillen R oya l School Endowments on June 22, 1891, the date of Dr. Steele’s 
resignation. We thereupon, in accordance with section 66 of the. Scheme, offered 
Disposal. the Enniskillen school premises to the Fermanagh Protestant Local Board at the 
estimated capital value of £7,000. The Protestant Board agreed to these terms, and 
having complied with the provisions of the aforesaid section, received possession of the 
school premises on August 27, 1891. 

Bnulitn* Fnna an d apply the sum of £3,500 provided by 'the Protestant Board, representing 

1De nni ' one moiety of the estimated capital value of the premises, as a Building Fund for 
the purposes of the Roman Catholic Board, and we have added thereto, as directed by 
section 66 of the Scheme, a further sum of £437 4s. *7d., which is the amount ascertained 
to be the excess of our expenditure, from January 1, 1889, to the date of the Scheme, upon 
the repairs, maintenance, and improvement, of the school premises, over and above the 
cost of necessary repairs and maintenance. Until these moneys shall be used for build- 
ing purposes, we pay the income thereof to the Fermanagh' Roman Catholic Board. 
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The Protestant Board have opened a school in the premises handed over to them, owning <,r 
d have appointed the Rev. Dr. Lindesay to be the Head Master. They report Scl,oul- 
‘ t the school has attained a high state of proficiency ; the attendance has been large 
'lining the year 1892, and during the last quarter there were on the rolls 83 boarders 
■ind 39 day boys, of whom two were free boys. 

The Roman Catholic Board have selected St. Macarten’s Seminary, Monaghan, as a Rt . Macar t 0 u'« 
-bool to receive the benefit of the Endowments under section 56 of the Scheme; and Seminarv. 
they have appointed a School Committee, consisting of five members of their Board, to aid 
in the supervision and management ot the school. The number on the roll at the 
opening of the year 1892 was 38, six being day pupils; while at the close of the 
vear there were 42 boarders and two day pupils. The largest number of boarders 
attending at any one time during the year was 48. The Local Board have admitted, 
after competitive examination, two pupils as boarders into the school, who receive a 
reduction of £10 each upon the school fees. 

The income of the Endowments for the half-year ending December 31, 1891, was 
XI, 179 11& id, and for the year ending December 31, 1892, £1,430 Is. 0 d. We 
distributed, between the Local Boards of the district, X524 16s. 4 d. on account Distribution of 
of the income for the half-year to December 31, 1891, and £510 on account of the Irtcomu - 
income for the year to December 31,1892. We also paid to the Roman Catholic Board, 
on account of the income of their Building Fund, the sum of £148 As. lid 

V. Donegal District . — At the date of the Scheme, there were no vested interests naphooSdiooi. 
existing in respect of the Raplioe Endowments, and accordingly the Scheme came into 
operation in this district on May 22, 1891. We thereupon, as directed by section 
■67, invited tenders from each of the Local Boards to take the Raphoe Royal School 
premises for the purposes of a school to be conducted in accordance with the provisions 
of the Scheme. The Roman Catholic Board declined to make any tender, and we accepted 
the tender of the Protestant Board for a tenancy at a rent of sixty-three pounds a year, Tenancy, 
and we disposed of the premises, accordingly, under an agreement for a yearly tenancy, 
dated May 25, 1892, at the aforesaid rent. 

The Protestant Board inform us that, having come so recently into possession of the 
premises, they have as vet taken no steps to open a school. 

The Roman Catholic Board have selected the school known as the Seminary or High R 0mftn cuiho- 
School, Letterkenny, as the Educational establishment to which they will apply the Uc Board - 
share of the Raphoe Royal School Endowments at their disposal ; and they have 
appointed a School Committee to aid in the supervision and management of the 
school. 

We were unable to make any payments to the Donegal Boards for the half-year to 
December 31, 1891 ; but we paid a sum of £55 to each Board for the year 1892. 


Other Endowments vested in the Commissioners. 

1. Other Royal Schools. 

Banagher Royal School . — The School Estate is still in the hands of a Receiver Bawgiier. 
appointed by the Chancery Division of the High Court of Justice. The Government 
dept, -which, at the date of our last Report, stood at £225 18s. 7d., is gradually being 
paid off. The estate also owes the sum of £306 12s. Id, for moneys advanced out 
of our general account. Subject to the payment of the retiring annuity of the late 
Head Master, Mr. P. King Joyce, m.a., and subject to the payment of the two charges 
mentioned above, it is provided, by Scheme No. 90, framed under the Educational 
Endowments Act, which, however, has not yet been finally approved, that the 
Endowments of Banagher Royal School shail be applied for tne promotion of 
Intermediate Education in the King’s County. 

Carysfort Royal School. — Scheme, No. 85, framed under the Educational Endow- camtort 
ments Act, for the future management of this Endowment, and finally approved on 
‘ C, ember 30, 1892, provides that the Endowment shall be applied in the promotion 
<> Elementary and Technical Education, by a Roman Catholic Committee and a Protes- 
t Committee, in the Carysfort District. This area extends four miles in every 
locair° n ^ r ° m Ca Tf orfc R °y al School, in the County Wicklow, and includes the 
ocauties of Macreddin and Sheeanamore, as well as the town of Aughrim, and the 
w*ges of Ballinatone and Mucklagh. 

o , | Scheme contemplates the use, by the Roman Catholic Committee, of a National 
th u n™ as Macreddin School, and the use, by the Protestant Committee, of 
6 old Carysfort Royal School, to be known in future as the Sheeana School, 
ovision is made for placing both these schools in a state of repair. 
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Application of So long as these schools maintain an average attendance of ten pupils, they will each 
Net income. en ktled to receive an annual grant of not less than one-third of the net income of the 
Endowment. The residue of the income may be applied in paying special teachers, in 
subjects of Technical Education, or in the extra subjects taught in National Schools, for 
attending National Schools in the Carysfort District to be approved by us ; and if any 
balance shall remain over, after providing for special teachers, it may be divided between 
i c.i i .j. a t * r„ ]„*, r>„ A .. . i 


a National School at Aughrim or at Muckla^h, under the Parish Priest of Aughrim, and 
a National School at BalTinatone, under the Rector of Ballynaclash. 


a National School at BalTinatone, under the Rector of Ballynaclash. 
The Sheeana School has been put in repair at a cost of £93. 


2. Private Schools. 

Clonmel School . — Under Scheme 45, finally approved on March 19, 1S90, it is provi- 
ded that, as soon as the debt which existed against the Endowments, and which is payable 
to us, should be cleared off, the school and its endowments should become vested in a 
Local Governing Body. The school is now closed. The debt is being gradually reduced 
and stands at the sum of £268 17s. 5 cl. In additional to this, however, there is a 
sum of money due to the Board of Works for moneys advanced for improvements, 
amounting to £652 14s. 6cZ. This is repayable by half-yearly instalments. 

Midleton College . — The Return furnished by the Head Master gives the numbers on 


the roll, on September 1, 1892, as 22 boarders and 17 day boys. The slight decrease, 
as compared with the numbers for the preceding year (28 boarders, 18 day bovs). 


as compared with the numbers for the preceding year (28 boarders, 18 day boys), 
is probably to be attributed to an outbreak of scarlatina which occurred in the year 
1891, which broke up the school for about six weeks. We have had the sanitaiy 
arrangements renewed under the direction of our architect, at a cost of £74 9s. ; and 
they are now in a perfectly satisfactory condition. 

Ballyroan School . — The Head Master informs us that, since February, 1892, there 


have been no pupils in attendance at this school. In November, 1891, upon his 
representation that he was Unable, without assistance, to cany on the school efficiently, 
this Board agreed to pay an Under-master’s salary at the rate of £60 (Irish) a year. 
We have made an order discontinuing this salary ; and negotiations are pending for dis- 
pensing with the future service of the Head Master, and taking possession of the school 
premises. 

3. The Diocesan School Endowments. 

Limerick . — The Rev. J. F. Gregg is still tenant of the Roxboro’ Road School, at s 
rent of £20 per annum. Scheme No. 90, which deals with Banagher Royal School, as 


well as with all the Diocesan School Endowments in our hands, lately submitted by the 
Educational Endowments Commission, in an amended form, for Your Excellency's 
approval, gives the Rev. Canon Gregg a right of preemption of the reversion, new 
vested in us, expectant on the determination of his tenancy, at the price of £831. 

Leighlin and Ossory; Meath, and Ardagh ; Tuam, Killala, and Achonry . — The state of 
the funds belonging to these Endowments will be found in the Appendix B., No. -■ 
infra, pp. 22, 23, which also shows the accounts relating to Limerick. Scheme No. 90 
proposes that these Endowments shall be applied, each in the Diocese to which it relates, 
for the promotion of Intermediate Education. 


Estate Management. 

In pursuance of section 46 of the Scheme, we required the two Local Boards 
of each District to appoint equal numbers of then* Members to form Estate? 
Committees, for the purpose of advising and assisting us in the management of our 
Ulster .Royal Schools Estates. We have directed that all matters connected with 
these Estates, requiring the consideration of the Board, shall be previously submitted 
to the Estates Committee concerned for a Report ; and we have derived con- 
siderable assistance from them in our dealings with the tenants on these Estates. 

The collection of rent, during the year 1891, was satisfactory, except upon the 
Dungannon Estate. On a total rental of £7,445 7s. 10 d., our agents accounted to 
us for the sum of £7,677 13s. Ad:, being £232 5s. 6d. over a full year’s rent. We 
cancelled, during the year, arrears to the amount of £28 5s. Id. ; ana the outstanding 
arrears at the end of 1891 stood at the sum of £5,466 15s. 8 d., as against £5,727 6s. 3 «• 
at the end of the preceding year. 

On the Cavan, Enniskillen, and Raphoe Estates, for the year 1891, we granted on 
abatement of 10 per cent, to non-judicial tenants ; and to such judicial tenants as hod 
their rents fixed out of court at a less reduction than 10 per cent., an abatement of 1^ 
per cent, upon the original rent. On the Dungannon Estate we made a reduction of 
1 5 per cent, to the non-judicial tenants. 
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We made no reduction on the Cappaloughlin and Clonmel Estates, our agent having 
•ldvised us that he saw no reason why any should be made. 

Our ao-ents have not yet collected all the rents for the year 1892 ; we cannot there- Collection, 
fore malfe any report on the subject of rent collection for that year, but we may state 1802 
that we have allowed, on the Dungannon Estate, an abatement of ]5 per cent, on non- 
iudicial rents ; and on the Cavan and Enniskillen Estates an abatement of 15 per cent, 
oil non-judicial rents, and on judicial rents an abatement equivalent to the difference 
between the reduction given by the Land Commission, and 15 per cent, on the original 
vents. No reduction has been made on the Cappaloughlin and Clonmel Estates. 

Armagh Estate . — The tenants upon this Estate applied to us to sell them their holdings Anun^i. 
anrler the Land Purchase Acts, and we invited them to state what terms they Estste ’ 
were prepared to offer. The proposal which they made was submitted by us to the 
Estates Committee of the two Armagh Boards, who advised that it should not be 
accepted ; and we accordingly declined to sanction the sale. 

Raphoe Estate . — Early in the year 1892, difficulties arose about the collection of the nnpiioe Estate 
rents on the Donegal Estate. With a view to effect a peaceable settlement of the 
matters in dispute we deputed the Most Rev. the Bishop of Raphoe and Rev. Professor 
Dougherty to visit the tenants, and to try to come to an arrangement with them. 

The result of this visit, which took place on March 5, 1892, was satisfactory. All 
the tenants upon the Estate, who had not paid a year’s rent m connexion with the 
last gale day, agreed to pay a year’s rent before the 1st of July, upon the condition 
which we agreed to, that we should stay legal proceedings in the meantime. Our agent 
has informed us that this agreement has been substantially carried out by all the tenants. 

In the report which the deputation made to us of this interview, they informed us 
that the tenants of the Estate were anxious to purchase their holdings under the Land 
Purchase Acts, and negotiations to carry out this purchase are now pending. 

Estate Schools. 

The Primary Schools established upon the Armagh, Dungannon, Raphoe, and Cappa- rHmary 
loughlin Estates continue in a satisfactory condition. The number on the rolls has Sal10013, 
fallen during the year from 397 to 3S7 ; the average attendance remaining practically 
the same.

APPENDIX C. 

Reports of the Local Boards. 

I. — Annual Report of the Armagh Protestant Board of Education for the year 1891-1892. 

To the Commissioners op Education in Ireland. 

Id accordance with Section 48 of the Scheme framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1 885, 
for the future government and management of the Endowments of the Ulster Royal Schools, we, the Armagh 
Protestant Board of Education, beg to submit the following Report of our proceedings during the year 
1891-1892. 

The first meeting of our Board was held on June 9th, 1891, when all the members of the Board appointed 
under the Scheme attended and accepted their offices. His Grace the Lord Primate was elected Chairman ; 
the Rev. John Elliott, Vice-Chairman ; and Mr. Strong, Hon. Secretary. 

The Hon. Secretary was directed to advertise for a Head Master. 

At a meeting of our Board, held on July 14tb, 1891, the Lord Primate was elected a Commissioner of 
Education, and Mr. St. George, Mr. M'Cnim, and Mr. Strong were elected members of the Estates Com- 
mittee. Several applications for the office of Head Master having been considered, Mr. Thomas Gordon was 
unanimously elected, subject to terms to be subsequently defined, and a Committee of the Board was 
appointed to consider this matter and to confer with the Head Master upon it. 

On July 21st the above mentioned Committee reported as follows : — 

“ We are of opinion that in appointing a Head Master wo can offer him no salary at present, but only the promises, and that what- 
ever resources are available from the School property should he devoted, after paying the rent, first, to paying the taxes, and 
secondly, to keeping the fabric in repair. We think that the premises should bo under the control of the Head Master, to be used by 
him for school purposes, the Board reserving to themselves for a board-room the first room on tho right of the passage from tba 
entrance. 

“ We think that the fees paynhlc by day boys should be £10 per annum, and for that sum instruction should bo given in English, 
Mathematics, Latin, aud French ; but that in the ca6e of day boys, Greek, Drawing, and German 'should bo extra subjects, for each 
of which £1 10 1 . per annum should be charged. 

“ We think that the fees payable by Boarders should bo £50 per annum, except in cases where brothers arc boarding at the School 
at the same time, when the fees should be reduced to £40 per annum each for every brother after the first. 

“ For the above fees Boarders should be instructed in all the above-mentioned subjects except Drawing, bat Medical Attendance, 
Washing, Drawing, and Drill should be charged as extras. 

“ An entrance fee of two guineas should be charged. 

u Fees should bo paid quarterly in ndvancs. 

“ We think that in the event of the Head Master resigning, he should give the Board six mouths' notice. 

“ The power of appointing and dismissing Assistant Masters, and of fixing the number of such masters to bo employed, should rest in 
the Head Master. But the Board should reserve to itself the right to interfere if it considers that the School is being injured by the way 
in which this power is being exercised." 

The above Report having been adopted by our Board, Mr. Gordon stated that it embodied the terms upon 
which he was willing to accept the Headmostership. 

It was then further resolved that there should be two vacations in the year amounting together to about 12 
weeks. 

The following resolution was then unanimously adopted : — 

“ That this Board resolves to takeover formally, at the earliest moment when empowered to do so, the Armagh Royal School, and 
informs the Commissioners of their intontiou to do this, with tho confident expectation that no obstacles will be placed in the way of 
their use of the Premises during the interim.” 

On the 4th August, Dr. Morgan, not having completed his arrangements for his resignation of the Head 
Mastership, consented, on the application of our Board, to placo Mr. Gordon in occupation of the Royal 
School premises in the capacity of caretaker for him, and at a meeting of our Board held on September 
1st, 1891, the Lord Primate stated that he had received and accepted Dr. Morgan’s resignation on behalf 
of the Commissioners of Education. 

Mr. Gordon then, in his capacity of caretaker for Dr. Morgan, surrendered the school premises to tho Lord 
Primate, but was at once appointed by him caretaker for the Commissioners of Education. 

It was resolved that an appeal should be issued to the public asking for funds to enable our Board to meet 
the rent which would be payable for tho school premises when formally handed over to us. A circular was 
issued accordingly, donations and promises of annual subscriptions have been received, and an account has 
been opened with the Bank of Ireland. Our Board hopes to obtain more considerable contributions as soon 
as our claims under Section 68 of the Scheme have been decided by the Commissioners of Education, as wo 
shall then be able to place before the public a distinct statement of our income and liabilities, accompanied 
by a definite plan for attaining the object in view. 

At subsequent meetings on September 22nd and November 3rd, steps were taken to obtain legal advice 
and the evidence of experts, with a view to establishing our claims under Section 63 of the Scheme. 

Our Board were heard by Counsel before a Committee of the Commissioners of Education in support of the 
above-mentioned claims on May 26th, 1892. No decision, however, has yet been given in the case. 

Some legal expenses have been incurred in the above-mentioned matter, und there have been some minor 
expenses, principally connected with tho issue of advertisements for a Hood Master. All these we hope to dis- 
charge as soon as the Commissioners of Education shall be able to send us a remittance from the money received 
from the school estates. We have hitherto received no money from this source. 

Mr. Gordon continues in occupation of the Royal School premises as caretaker for the Commissioners of 
Education, and has been able in them to maintain an efficient School, thus preventing any lapse in the 
continued existence of the old Royal School of Armagh. 

At the close of the period covered by this Report, he had obtained tho help of the following gentlemen ns 
assistant masters : — K. H. Bird, U.A., late open Scholar of Sidney Sussex Coll., Camb., Resident Mathematical 
Master; E. L. Fischer, late Examiner to the Intermediate Education Board, German and Drawing Master; 
and S. M'Kimm, Gold Medallist English Department of Science and Art, South Kensington ; and further 
assistance has since been obtained. 

On the 3rd of September, 1891, when tho School oj>cned under Mr. Gordon’s management, the number of 
boarders was four, and the number of day pupils, fifteen. 

On the 30th of June, 1892 (which closes the period covered by this Report), the number of boarders was 
twelve, and the number of day pupils, twenty. 

We have every reason to hope for a steady increase in both classes of scholars, the total numbers having 
already risen to fifty.

I now beg to submit the following as the Annual Report of this Board : — 

The Armagh Roman Catholic Local Board held its first meeting on Tuesday, 9th day of June, 1891. At 
that meeting each of the members present signed the required declaration of acceptance of membership. Most 
Rev. Dr. Logue, Lord Primate, was elected Chairman ; William Gallagher, Esq., Vice-Chainnau ; and Rev. 
Henry M'Neece, Honorary Secretary. Very Rev. Canon Coyne, p.p., Ready, and Frank J. O’Hanlon, j.p., 
Portadown, were co-opted members to replace Very Rev. Canon Kelly, deceased, and William O’Shaughnessy, 
Esq., resigned. His Grace Most Rev. Dr. Logue, Primate, was elected Commissioner of Education to 
represent the Armagh Roman Catholic Local Board. 

Subsequently meetings were regularly held as prescribed by the Scheme. The business transacted at those 
meetings was — (1), the election of William Gallagher, Esq., E. M'Gcnnis, Esq., m.d., j.p., and Very Rev. 
Canon Coyne, as representatives of this Board on the Armagh Estates Committee ; (2), the co-option of 
Patrick Lavery, Esq., Solicitor, Armagh, in place of Surgeon-Major Philip Lavery, j.p., deceased ; (3), the 
attaching of the common seal, and signature of members, of the Armagh Roman Catholic Local Board to 
documents dealing with certain trusts in connection with the Rainey Schools, Magherafelt, vested in the 
Armagh Roman Catholic Local Board. 

Account book, minute book, and common seal have been provided from funds kindly advanced by Bus Grace 
the Primate, Most Rev. Dr. Logue. 

The Armagh Roman Catholic Local Board has not received any cash under the Endowment, and thorefore 
has no accounts to be furnished to the Commissioners except an account of the debt due to His Grace the 
Primate for the books above mentioned, common seal, <fec., the items of which His Grace knowing, I presume, 
that the Board possesses no funds, has omitted to supply. 

Our next meeting has been fixed to be held in the usual place of meeting, St. Patrick’s College, on Friday, 
21st inst. 

This is the only information which I can furnish of the proceedings of the Armagh Roman Catholic Local 
Board under the Scheme.

Henry Thompson, Esq., Manager of the Bank of Ireland, Cavan, was appointed Auditor. 

All the members were present except Rev. Samuel Patrick. 

July 15th, 1891. — A letter was read from the Rev. Samuel Patrick resigning his seat on the Board owing 
to ill health, and a letter was read from Rev. W. Todd Max-tin, Convener of the General Assembly’s Committee 
on Education, notifying that the General Assembly bail elected Rev. Wm. M'Dowell, of Cavan, to fill the 
vacancy. Mr. M'Dowell having signed the declaration was declared duly elected. 

Messrs. Samuel Saunderson, James Hartley, and Richard Allen were elected the Estates Committee. 

Election of Head Master. 

The following Minute from Minute Book : 

“ That Mr. Hampton be called before the Board and informed of hie appointment under the following conditions, vi*. That while 
we, The Cavan Protestant Local Board of Education, believe wc shall bn able to give £100 a year to the Head Master, with house and 
land free of rent and taxes — the house to be kept in repair by the Board— with £50 a year to his Asaistant Master, yet we do not bind 
ourselves, nor are wc to be considered bound, by these terms, as we are not in a position to state with positive accuracy the fnture 
income that shall be at onr disposal. ’’ . 

To these terms Mr. Hampton agreed, and was duly elected Head Master of Cavan Royal School.

These terms are inclusive of every expense except German, drawing, shorthand, music books. 

Day Boys. — Under 1 3 years, 6 guineas a year* 

,, Over 13 years, 8 guineas a year. 

Special terms may be arranged with the Head Master for boys only requiring an English and commercial 
education — 10 per cent, reduction on both boarders and day pupils in case of brothers. 
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Vacation. — Seven weeks in Summer, three at Christmas, and one at Easter. 

“ The Cavan Protestant Local Board are prepared to take the Premises of the Royal School, Cavan, on the 
termB stated in clause 64 of Scheme.”

V.— Annual Report of the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education for 1891-92. 

Dungannon, September 16th, 1892. 

Mv Lords and Gf,ntlemen, 

The members appointed to form the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education held their first meeting in 
the Courthouse, Dungannon, on the loth June, 1891. 

A letter was received from the Hon. Sec. of the Armagh Diocesan Council intimating that the Rev. 
Lewis Richards, d.d., and James A. Dickinson, Esq., hocl been elected to represent the Diocesan Council in 
the room of Colonel J. C. J. Lowry, v.l., and the Ven. Archdeacon Meade, d.d., resigned. 

These gentlemen, with the other's, now signed the following declaration in a book kept for the purpose >— 

“We hereby severally declare the acceptance by eacli of ua of tho office of Member of the Local Board of the Tyrone Protestant Bent 
‘ of Education this 16th of June, 1891.

Jam its Brown. T. H. Aikin.

W. J. Venables. Jambs A. Dickinson."

The members now proceeded to elect Mr. James Brown as Chairman, Mr. James A. Dickinson as Vice- 
Chairman, and Mr. Richard Love as Hon. Secretary, and the Rev. James B. Dougherty, M.A., as Com- 
missioner to represent the Board in Dublin. 

Arrangements were made to have a Conference with the Roman Catholic Board as to the best mans 
of disposal of the Dungannon Royal School premises, and a Committee was appointed to meet a similar 
Committee of the Roman Catholic Board for this purpose. 

This Joint Committee mot first on the 22nd June, 1891. The Very Rev. Dean Byrne, p.p., being elected 
Chairman ; the views of both sides were freely expressed, and a most amicable spirit shown, but I regret 
to report that after several conferences the results were fruitless. 

On the 28th January, 1892, His Grace the Most Rev. Dr. Logue and Professor Dougherty, who had 
been deputed by the Commissioners to meet the Joint Boards, and if possible effect a satisfactory settfi- 
ment, met at the Royal School, and having heard the views of both Boards, retired for consultation, an 
after this proposed — “That tho Protestant Board give the Roman Catholic Board £1,700 and the garden o 
Royal School, and obtain for them a field adjoining the premises (called Stuart’s Field).” This propo 
was accepted by my Board, and negotiations were entered into with Mr. de Castro Stuart for its purchase- 
• By bringing considerable influence to boar, and pointing out the benefits likely to result in the matter 
of education, Mr. Stilart was at length induced to consent to tho sale of the field, and instructions were gwen 
to proceed to make out title. Owing to the Stuart Estate being in the hands of trustees, the involved nature 
of title, loose description of premises, sundry charges requiring release, this has been rather a tedio 
process. However, my Board pressed the solicitors to hasten the conveyance with all speed. 
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\iter my Board had accepted the proposal of your deputation, and being assured by His Grace Dr. Logue 
that we “ might proceed, as far as the Roman Catholics were concerned ” — called for contracts for putting the 
buildings and sanitary arrangements in repair, a request to the Commissioners to that effect having been refused. 

Estates Committee — Sept. 28, 1891. — In accordance with section 46, tho following members of my Board, 

• . jj r . James Dickson, Mr. William Wilson, and W. J. Venables were elected as an Estates Committee, 

and have had several conferences with a similar Committee of the Roman Catholic Board. 

Finance Feb. 6, 1892. — My Board opened an account with the office of the Provincial Bank of Ireland, 

Limited, here, and received to credit from the Commissioners the sum of £268 8s. id. as our share of Endow- 
ment up to 31st December, 1891. 

Acting Committee— Feh. 8, 1892. — The following members were appointed under section 47 : — James. 
Browne,° Esq., James A. Dickinson, Esq., and James Dickson, Esq. (with Rev. Dr. Richards when Mr. 
Dickinson is unable), to carry out any details of the Board’s business. 

Head Master— Feb. 22nd, 1892. — My Board advertised for Head Master, and after considering very 
numerous applications (67), from England, Ireland, and Scotland, unanimously elected Mr. Robert Foster 
Dill u.a., Oxon, to the Head Mastership of Dungannon Royal School, my Board having decided to adopt this 
School under clauses 56 and 57, and to assist and maintain it, in the meantime, until it can be ascertained 
exactly what funds are at disposal, and in the confident hope that the School will be such a success financially 
as to make my Board feel at liberty to assist other qualified schools in our district. 

Free Places. — May 1st, 1892. Sec. 59. — Advertisements were inserted in the county papers, and circulars 
placed in the hands of the Inspectors of National Schools in the district, announcing a competitive examina- 
tion in connection with these, to be held in Dungannon at the latter end of October, 1892. 

No further business was transacted by my Board up to the 30th June.

An Intermediate Day School was established by this Board in Dungannon on the 21st October, 1891 ; a 
Head Master appointed at £120 a year : and the school named St. Patrick 8 Academy. 

Nineteen boys have been in daily attendance, of whom a few competed at the Intermediate Board Examina- 
tions in June. 

One pupil, John M'Nally, passed with honors in six subjects in the Preparatory Grade, coming within a 
few marks of an Exhibition. 

In conjunction with the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education an Estates Committee was formed of three 
members from each Board which considered the affairs of the Estate at three meetings, and found no cause 
for complaint. 

A public competitive examination of boys from National Schools in the District for Exhibitions or free 
places amounting to £20, was held under the auspices of the Inspector of National Schools ; and free places 
to that amount given to the most successful competitors. 

The sum of £268 85. id. was placed to the credit of this Board by the Commissioners on the 5th February, 
1892, as its share of the income of the Estate, then payable, and payments therefrom were made, of all which, 
the following is an abstract to 30th June, 1892 : —

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VIII. — First Annual Report of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education 
for the year ending the 30th day of June, 1802. 

To the Commissioners op Education is Ireland. 

Mr Lords and Gentlemen, 

In accordance with section 48 of the Scheme for the management of the Royal School Endowments, we 
have the honour to submit to you the first Annual Report of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Five meetings of the Board have been held within the past year, four of them being ordinary meetings, 
ami one an extraordinary meeting. Of these, four were held in St. Macar ten’s Seminary, Monaghan, and one 
at Enniskillen. 

The first mooting was held on 17th June, 1891, all the members who were qualified, and willing to act, being 
present. Tin- Most Rev. James Donnelly, n.n., Roman Catholic Bishop of Clogher, was appointed Chairman ; 
the Rcv.Arclidesicon Sinollen, r.r., of Enniskillen, Vice-Chairman; D. Carolan Rnshe, Esq., ii.a., was appointed 
to he Hon. See., and the Hibernian Bank to be the Treasurer. Two ecclesiastical members were co-opted, one 
instead of the Rev. James Meegan, p.p., who, though named in the Scheme, had become disqualified from 
acting by reason of his removal to another county, and the other instead of the Rev. Peter M‘G lone, d.d., who 
was unwilling to act. The Most Row Dr. Donnelly was elected a Commissioner, St. Macarten’a Seminary was 
adopted as a school to receive the benefit of the Endowment under section 5G of the Scheme. A school com- 
mittee consisting of five meu.bcis was appointed, with power to appoint a Head Master, and through him the 
Assistant Masters and other officers and servants, with the remuneration each should receive, to regulate 
the various branches of education to Ik? taught in the school, to determine the fees and jtensions to be paid 
by the pupils, to make rules and regulations for the management of the school, and to enter into contracts 
for supplies. It was decided that in compliance with section 59 of the Scheme, two free places be offered for 
competition in St. Macartcn’s Seminary, and that a competitive examination for them bo held by the Head 
Master at such time and place as the School Committee should appoint. 

A Special Meeting was held on 24bh July, 1891, for the purpose of selecting members for an Estates 
Committee under clause 4G of the Scheme : and three such members were nppoiuied. 

At the next meeting held on IGtli September, 1891, it was ordered that the Baukiug Account of the Board 
be opened in the joint names of the Chairman and Hon. Secretary power being given them to sign cheques. 
Arrangements were also made for holding the Second Annual Competitive Examination for two free places 
in St. Macarten's Seminary 

On the 18th November, 1891, a fourth meeting was held. A letter was road from the Secretary of the 
Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education inviting the Ferinanngh Roman Catholic Board to join them in 
arranging for the commutation of the retiring annuity of the Rev. Dr. Steele, former Head Master of 
Enniskillen Royal School. After some discussion, it was decided that, for the present, it would not be 
advisable to interfere in any way with the capital of the Endowment. 

The Board met for their last quarterly meeting at Enniskillen on 17tli February, 1892, and authorized 
the Chairman and Secretary to make application, under Section G9 of the Scheme, for. the interest on the 
entire Building Fund given to the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board by Section 6G. 

At the opening of the Academic Yeai 1 , the students in St. Macarteu’s Seminary on the rail numbered thirty- 
eight, six of these lieing day pupils. The largest number of boarding pupils attending at any one time within 
the year was forty-eight. We are happy to report that the general health of the students has been satisfactory. 

Eight candidates presented themselves for examination for the two free places. The two successful com- 
petitors were admitted into the School as lioavdiug pupils, receiving each n reduction of £ 1 0 on the School pension. • 

There is no other subject which seems to us to call for observation..

X. — Annual Report of Proceedings of the Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education, 
for year ended 30th of June 1892, furnished to the Commissioners of Education in Ireland. 

Gentlemen. — Since the 15th of June, 1891, the date of the first meeting of the Donegal Roman Catholic Board 
of Education, until the 30th of June, 1892, six meetings were hold, at fonr of which the Most Rev. Dr. 
O’Donnell, presided. The Right Rev. Monsiguor M'Fadden acted as Chairman at one, and Mr. M‘Loone 
(Vice-Chairman) at another. The first meoting was convened by circular signed by five members of the 
Board, the others by circular oigned by the Hon. Secretary. 

Each member, at the first meeting he attended, signed the following declaration : — “I hereby accept the 
office of member of the Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education.” 

The clerical members present at the first meeting co-opted the Vory Rev. Charles M‘Glynn, P.P., v.G., as 
member to fill the place vacated by the deatli of the Right Rev. Monsignor M'Menamin, p.p., v.o., of 
Stranorlar. The Most Bev. Patrick O’Donnell was elected Chairman, Joseph M'Loone, Esq., J.P., Vice- 
Chairman, Monsignor M'Fadden, Treasurer, Very Rev. ,C. M ‘Glynn, Hon. Secretary, and the Very Re* 
Edward Maguire, d.d., Commissioner of Education. The school known as fhc Seminary or High School, 
Letterkenny, has been selected as the educational establishment to which the Board will apply moneys placed 
at their disposal for Intermediate Education. The following members of the Board were unanimously 
appointed to constitute the School Committee, viz. : — The Most Rev. Dr. O’Donnell, Monsignor M'Fadden, 
Mr. Manus M‘Fadden, j.p., and Mr. Patrick M'Menamin, J.P. 

Early in the proceedings a discussion took place on the income from the Raplioe Royal School estate, and 
the Board was unanimously of opinion, as- the tenants on the estate showed a disposition to buy fheir farms 
under the Ashbourne Act, that steps should be taken to meet their wishes as soon as possible. 

At a meeting held on the 15th July, the Donegal Roman Catholic Board appointed Monsignor M'Fadden, 
Mr. M'Menamin, and Mr. M. M'Fadden, in conjunction with the three gentlemen selected by the Donegal 
Protestant Board of Education, to act os Estates Committee. 

The Most Rev. Dr. O’Donnell, on behidf of the School Committee, intimated to the Board that the Rev. 
P. Brennan resigned his position in the High School, letterkenny, in January JaRt. and the Rev. John 
Kennedy in August last, and that the Masters at. present in charge of the school are the Rev. P. O’Doherty, 
Principal, ai^V the Rev. H. Gallagher, Assistant. 

To a letter from the Commissioners, dated 3rd July, inviting a tonder for the Raplioe School premises to e 
used- for the purposes of a school, a reply was sent by our Board that we wen. not in a position to rent or 
purchase- said premises, but that to our knowledge it could be sold at a fair price in open market.

The Roman Catholic Board adopted and sent to the Commissioners of Education in Ireland a reply to the 
claims put forward by the Donegal Protestant Board, under the 67th Clause of the Scheme, which reply 
was laid before the Committee investigating the claims. 

At the meeting held on the 9th of June, 1892, the arrangement recently sanctioned by the Commissioners 
of Education in Ireland for the sale of the Townawilly Estate to the tenants was discussed ; after, going into 
the circumstances, past and present, of the property, the members present were unanimous in* - thinking that 
the proposal of the Commissioners was the very best that could be made in the interest of all concerned. 

As there was no account opened, and no tnoney passed between the Commissioners and this Board .up to 
the 30th June, the “copy of their last audited account,” required by the 48th clause of the Scheme, is out 
of the question.

Report, as to Armagh School Premises, 

Of the Committee, consisting of Monsignor Molloy, Mr. Pigot, Mr. Carton, Mr. Craig, Mr. Shaw 
and Dr. Traill, appointed to investigate the present value of any sum attributable to the 
expenditure of any private moneys on the premises of Armagh and Raphoe by any Protestant 
Benefactor or Benefactors. 


The Committee met on the 20th May, 1892, when the two Armagh Local Boards appeared before them by 
Mr. J. H. Campbell of Counsel for the Protestant Local Board, and The MacDennot, Q.c., of- Counsel for the 
Roman Catholic Local Board. 

In the opinion of the Committee, the claims must be confined to those dealing with the Benefactions of 
Primates Robinson and Beresford, both of which are admitted by the Committee. 

The benefits are estimated by the Committee at £1,235 9s. lid., and £2,09G 8s., respectively ; total, 
£3,331 17s. lid. 

The total expenditure on the buildings amounted to £13,189. 

The present value of the Buildings and Premises, excluding lands valued at £48, yearly, estimated at twelve 
years purchase on a rent of £252, is £3,024. 

The value of the said buildings and premises, now attributable to private benefactions, is £756, that is, 
one-fourth part of the present value of the buildings.
